6. B. LAMBERT AIMS 
AT $1,000,000 A YEAR 


Former St. Louisan Gets Con- 
tract to Take Safety Razor 
Stock in Lieu of Salary. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, June 11.—Gerard B. 
Lambert, formerly of 8&t. Louis, 
who is reputed to have made sev- 
eral million dollars under a bonus 
contract as president and general 
manager of the Lambert Pharma- 
cal Co., yesterday received a profit- 
sharing contract by the Gillette 
Safety Razor Co., of which he re- 
cently became president. whereby 
it would be possible for him to 
make almost: $1,000,000 in a year 
in lieu of salary. 

Stockholders of the razor com- 

pany authorized the issuance of 
60,000 additional shares of coOm- 
mon stock, of which 50,000 may 
go to Lambert eventually. His con- 
tract provides that if the profit in 
any year should reach or exceed 
$5 a share on the common stock, 
Lambert shall receive 20,000 shares 
in payment, which, at the present 
market value,, would be worth 
$460,000; if the earnings reach $6 
on the common stock, the presi- 
dent shall receive 20,000 additional 
shares. 
The third block of 20,000 shares 
is held in reserve. Of this, 10,000 
shares may go to Lambert and the 
remainder may be divided among 
directors and other officers, ac- 
cording to subsequent decision by 
stockholders. 

Only one-half of one per cent 
of the outstanding stock was voted 
in opposition to the terms, it was 
announced. 

Lambert, who now makes his 
home in New York, is still chair- 
man of the board of the Lambert 
Co., holding company for the Lan- 
bert Pharmacal Co., &t. Luis con- 
cern mamufacturing proprietary 
drug articles. 

Lambert is internationally known 
as a yachtsman. He bought the 
Atlantic, a three-masted schooner, 
from Cornelius Vanderbilt several 
years ago. The Atlantic, valued at 
about $500,000, finished second in 
a trans-Atlantic race for a cup of- 
fered by King Alfonso of Spain in 
which nine yachts ‘took part in 
1328.. His sloop, Vanitie, and other 
smalier craft, are well known in 
Eastern yachting.

RECEIVERS NAMED 
FOR ENTERPRISES 


Head of Firm Agrees to 

_ Court Action—How Plans 
for County Developments 
Were Organized. 


With the hope of realizing sub- 
stantial profits through the devel- 
opment of St. Louis County home- 
site subdivisions, about 525 St. 
Louisans invested $892,776 in three 
syndicates of the E. Davis Realty 


& Mortgage Co. and eight allied 
enterprises, according to latest 
available figures from the com- 
panies’ records. 

Receivers for the companies, 
which have joint offices at 1101 
Locust street, were appointed by 
Circuit Judge Hartmann yesterday 
with the consent of Everett Davis, 
president. 

Kenneth M. Watson, former 
auditor for the Davis companies, 
furnished the figures from a finan- 
cial statement of Dec. 31, 1929. He 
said they had not changed mate- 
tially since that time. The assets 
for administration by the receivers, 
Sheriff Strodtman and John B. Ed- 
wards, an attorney, consist chiefly 
of St. Louis County real estate. 

The subscriptions were made un- 
der underwriting agreements 
whereby the subscribers were to 
receive, pro rata, half the profits 
from the sale of lots in the sub- 
divisions after expenses of admin- 
istration. 

Plan of Organization. 

The E. Davis Realty & Mortgage 
Co. and the E. Davis Realty Co. 
managed the properties as operat- 
ing companies. The D. V. W. 
Realty Co., Altadena Realty Co., 
Sixty-four Hundred Realty Co., 
West Homes Realty Co., Eighty- 
Hundred Realty Co., West Clayton 
Realty Co. and Biltmore Homes 
Co. were organized to hold title to 
the properties. 

The syndicate agreements pro- 
vided that the operating company 
should retain not more than 7% 
per cent of the subscription to 
cover administrative expenses and 
commissions ranging from i18 to 
22% per cent for managing and 
selling the properties. 

In a petition for a receiver, Mrs. 
Etta W. Albers of St. Louis Coun- 
ty, who said she had subscribed 
$16,000, charged that the E. Davis 
Realty Co. had withdrawn more 
than $100,000 in excess of the au- 
thorized 7% per cent and used it 
for commissions and expenses. She 
also charged that officers of the 
companies had improperly diverted 
more thfn $400,000 from the syn- 
dicates and had overdrawn their 
accounts by more than $100,000. 
These charges were ,denied. The 
officers, besides Davis, are Earl 
Watkins, vice president, and W. G. 
Vornbrock, secretary-treasurer. 

Formed Seven Syndicates. 

The Davis companies organized 
seven syndicates, of which the first 
two were of the nature of sales 
agencies. Davis Syndicate No. 3, 
for the development of Roth 
Grove,.and No. 4, for the develop- 
ment of Altadena, were successful, 
having returned the original sub- 
scriptions (about $70,000, in each 
instance) plus a profit of 20 and 
30 per cent, respectively, accord- 
ing to figures furnished by Wat- 
son. In addition, these two syn- 
dicates have undivided profits of 
about $85,000, subject, however, to 
possible offsets in amounts alleged 
to be due from the operating com- 
panies. 

Subscriptions are still outstand- 
ing in Syndicates 5, 6 and 7. No. 6 
was for the development of Belle- 
more Park and Pershing Heights in 
University City, No. 6 for the de- 
velopment of Davis place in Clay- 
ton, and No. 7 for the development 
of Davis Gardens, Clayton.

ABOARD SUBMARINE NAUTI-} 


LUS, AT SEA, June 11 (By Radio). 
—With a head wind and running 
sea, and one engine stopped since 
6:30 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
Nautilus logged 200 miles between 
noon Tuesday and noon yesterday. 

The previous 24 hours we had 
made 250 miles. Our position late 


yesterday was 42.11 north latitude, 
43.11 west longitude, at 8 p. m. 
This is approximately 1350 miles 
off Boston. 

Our course is set for the Scilly 
Isles, off Lands’ End, England, 
where Capt. Errol Boyd and Lieut. 
Harry Connon landed in the air- 
plane Columbia last year on their 
trans-Atlantic flight, and we have 
decided definitely to call in Lon- 
don. 

Starboard Engine Stopped. 

The starboard engine was stopped 
when a heavy sea, accompanied by 
a swell, made it inadvisable to push 
too heavily into it. Without a 
flared bow, as one sees on most 
ships, there is nothing to lift the 
bow of the Nautilus when she 
meets a sea, 

An extra heavy wave carried 
away the screen in front of the 
bridge, and clipped Capt. Sloan 
Danenhower a resounding whack 
on the _ chest. His spectacles, 
stowed in a breast pocket, were 
bent almost double. The next 
wave carried away the lashing on 
the conning-tower hatch, the only 
hatch open. It closed with a bang. 

Fortunately we had a ventilator 
open in the scientific department, 
and the engines, gulping air, drew 
it through the eight-inth ventilator 
with such force that it sounded like 
a steam whistle. 

Had the ventilator not been open 
the engines would soon have ex- 
hausted all the air in the boat and 
created a vacuum that might have 
been injurious to the eardrums of 
the crew below. 

Hatch Opened Promptly. 

The skipper and Ed Clark, who 
had the deck watch, managed to 
open the hatch only by prompt 
action, and the skipper then 
thought it time to slow down a lit- 
tle. As a result, we have been 
cruising on one engine throughout 
the day. 

The seas are now a little to the 
bow, and this rolls us more than 
we have rolled before. Sometimes 
we go over to a 35-degree angle, 
but the Nautilus is safe at more 
than 45 degrees. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning 
the White Star liner Brittanic 
swung abruptly off her course to 
greet us. Her passengers lined the 
deck .as she went by. 

We are now beyond the warm 
gulf stream, and have really en- 
tered the cold, gray waters of the 
Atlantic. 

There is not a sign.of a bird in 
the sky, nor of any animal life in 
the sea. 

The wind is strengthening, and 
hurries blobs of cumulus clouds 
across the sky, but the sun shines 
through now and then.

Oberle has admitted, she was a 
married woman, but instead of giv- 
ing her right name, she used her 
middle name and a former married 
name. She stated in the petition 
that she had known Beckerle since

Filing of the suit, she stated, fol- 
lowed his alleged final refusal to 
carry out their marriage plans in 
January, 1931, after the wedding 
date had been postponed several 
times. 

In deposition, she said that she 
had seen a picture of Beckerle be- 
fore she had ever seen him, and 
that she had avoided newspaper 
photographers at the time the suit 
was filed because of the weakness 
of her case.

Entries in the diary show his 
troubles began on’ Oct. 27, when 
autumn rains presaging the coming 
of winter set in.

Two 
days later he discovered he was 
going in the wrong direction and 
had te retrace his steps. By Nov. 
9 his supplies had dwindled to a tin 
of beans and a little flour.

He 
lost his pack horse and crossed a 
frozen river in his bare feet. 

The last entry in the diary is 
dated Nov. 16, written in a cabin 
where he spent a night.

NDBERGH CONSIDERS 
FOUR ROUTES TOAPAN 


One Would Take Him Over 
Atlantic and Across 
Siberia. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 11.—Col, 


Charles A. Lindbergh disclosed to- 


day he was studying four different 


routes for his proposed aerial tour 


of the Orient, one of which would 
carry him again across the Atlantic. 


The Japanese Government today 
informed the State Department it 
would officially welcome Coil. and 
Mrs. Lindbergh. 

While the Colonel and his wife 
sat at luncheon today in the Japa- 
nese Embassy as the guests of 
Ambassador and Madame Debuchi, 
under-Secretary of State Castle 
made public a: letter from the Am- 
bassador giving the formal ap- 
proval of the forthcoming flight by 
the Japanese Government 

“T hasten to inform you,” Am- 
bassador Debuchi wrote, “that my 
Government is delighted to learn of 
the proposed flight of Col. Lind- 
bergh to Japan and that the formal 
permission to fly over the territo- 
ries of Japan will be granted to 
him upon an application setting 
forth the route and other details. 

“T feel particularly happy in 
thinking that this blazing of an 
aerial trail to the Far East by the 
world-famed hero will contribute in 
no small measure to the promotion 
of the traditional friendship of our 
two countries.”’ 

The Japanese Ambassador added 
the Lindberghs would be “most 
heartily welcomed by the Govern- 
ment and the entire people of Ja- 
pan.” : 
The Colonel said the final choice 
of a route would depend upon the 
possibility of establishing fuel bases 
in sparsely settled countries and 
that it probably would be several 
weeks before a final choice could 
be made. 

One of the routes he named 
would carry him across the long 


string of the Aleutian Islands in 
the Northern Pacific. Another 
would carry him further’ north, 


through Alaska and across the Ber- 
ing Strait. 

A third route, he said, might lie 
northward into the Hudson Bay 
region of Canada, then west across 
that deserted country and along the 
northern coast of Alaska. 

The fourth route, over the Atlan- 
tic, would lie across the end of 
Greenland, then further north to 
Spi.zbergén and across the wide 
expanse of Siberia. 

Asked if he had made arrange- 
ments with the Soviet Government 
for flying across their territory, 
Lindbergh said: “I would rather 
not comment on that. I would 
rather any information from the 
countries concerned came from 
their own representatives.”

Without a gas mask, Joseph J. 
Reagan attempteé to open the 
windows of a rooming house he 
had fumigated at 4157 McPherson 
avenue, yesterday afternoon. He 
made three trips into the building 
before the deadly hydrocyanic 
fumes killed him. 

Reagan, who had been operat- 
ing his own fumigating company 
for three months, was aware of his 


danger, but thought, he explained 
Before his fitst dash into the gas- 


away with it once more.” 

Starting at 9:30 in the morning, 
Reagan sealed the doors and win- 
dows of the rooming house, operat- 
ed by Charles Nelson. Then he 
warned all occupants to leave and 
set fire to the fumigating moulds, 

At 4:10 p. m., he was sitting on 
the front steps when Orville Bea- 
dles, 15 years old, who lives at the 
McPherson avenue address with 
his parents, arrived home. They 
chatted for a few moments and 
Reagan said his gas mask had been 
torn and he had sent it away ‘for 
repairs. 

“Taking a Chance.” : 

“Tt's taking a chance,” he con- 
cluded, “but—”" Without finish- 


ing the sentence he shrugged his 
shoulders and went to the base- 
ment door which he fung open. 
Holding his breath, he dashed in- 
side and opened the basement 
windows. Then he returned to the 
front steps, looking pale and com- 
plaining of dizziness. 

After a few minutes Reagan went 
inside and hurriedly opened the 
first floor windows. He rested a 
little longer after that experience 
and then dashed up to the second 
floor. When he returned, Orville 
noticed the fumigator was exceed- 
ingly pale and walked unsteadily. 

“Only one more trip,’”” he said 
finally, starting for the third floor. 

When Reagan had not returned 
after 10 minutes, Orville went into 
the house after him. The fumiga- 
tor was unconscious on the floor 
of a rear, top-story bedroom. Or- 
ville dragged him out and called 
police, who, in turn, summoned a 
fire engine crew with an inhalator, 
The firemen worked half an hour, 
thought they saw signs of life and 
rushed Reagan to City Hospital 
He was dead upon arrival. 


Gassed in War. 
Reagan was 35 years old. He 


was gassed in France during the 


World War, and, as a result, his 
lungs and heart were weak, his 
widow, Mrs. Gladys Reagan, 3012A 
North Newstead avenue, told re- 
porters today. 

“Fumigating was a bad business 
for him to be in, but it was all he 
could find,” she said. “He used 
to be a chauffeur for_an undertak- 
ing company, but he lest his fob 
about a year ago. Then he worked 
for some fumigators and finally 
started up for himself. 

“He tore his gas maSk and had 
to send it to Pittsburg to be re- 
paired. Last Saturday we got a 
postal card from the gas mask 
company, saying they had received 
it and would mail it back as soon 
as it was repaired. 

“He had gone into fumigated 
houses without the mask two or 
three times recently. I begged him 
not to go yesterday.”

A public hearing will be held at 
City Hall on the pending city meat 
inspection bill by the Public Wel- 
fare Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen at 10 a. m,. next Monday. 
The measure would require packe- 
ing plants that do not have Fed- 
eral inspection to submit to muni- 
cipal inspection and tagging of 
meat. 

An ordinance providing for the 
inspection of meat at all East St. 
Louis packing houses not already 
under Governmént  superivision, 
was passed unanimously yesterday 
by the City Council and will go 
into effect July 10. It provides 
for sanitary conditions in packing 
plants, prohibits the sale of home- 
slaughtered meat unless inspected, 
and fixes a penalty of a maximum 
$200 fine and 30 days in jail for 
violations. Administration of the 
ordinance is placed in the hands of 
the Health Department.

Paving of U. 8. Highway No. 50, 
between St. Louis and Jefferson 
City, is expected to be completed 


by December, Chief Engineer Cut- 
ler of the State Highway Depart- 
ment told the Post-Dispatch today. 
This will provide a direct route of 
125 miles to the State capital, with- 
out crossing the Missouri River, go- 
ing through St. Louis County on 
Manchester road. 

When the Chamber of Commerce 
complained two years ago that St. 
Louis was not getting a fair share 
of paved roads in its district, the 
State Highway Commission prom- 
ised that No. 60 would be paved to 
Jefferson City by 1933. 

There is pavement now for 44 
miles between St. Louis and Union, 
for several miles through Linn and 
for 12 miles between the Osage 
River and Jefferson City. Pave- 
ment is being laid for 14 miles be- 
tween Union and Leslie, 10 miles 
between Drake and Mount Sterling 
and inthe gap of several miles 
east of the Osage River. Contracts 
soon will be let for the pavement 
of the gaps between Leslie and 
Drake and between Mount Sterling 
and a point east of Linn. 

Plans to Widen Roads. 

In view of the steadily growing 
traffic that is crowding the various 
State highways leading into St. 
Louis, especially on holidays, many 
motorists are wondering what the 
State’s plans for widening the pave- 
ments are. Cutler said it was pro- 
posed to widen all of these roads, 
carrying the work out from time to 
time as funds can be spared during 
the next few years, and as con- 


‘tinued study shows how far widen- 


ing on each route will be neces- 
sary. He discussed details con- 
cerning the various roads as fol- 
lows:

No. 66 (the new route being 
built along Watson and Antire 
roads)—Being paved 40 feet wide 
between the city and Lindbergh 
boulevard this year, and it will 
have 20-foot pavements from there 
to the old route at Gray’s Summit, 
with grading prepared for future 
widening. The 40-foot slab even- 
tually will be extended at least to 
Eureka. 

No. 50 (Manchester)—Forty feet 
wide now from Big Bend boule- 
vard, Maplewood, to a point near 
Lindbergh boulevard, Kirkwood. 
The widening, from 18 to 40 feet, 
probably will extend eventually to 
about Ellisville, depending partly 
on how much traffic is diverted to 
the new No. 66. Modern construc- 
tion and sparse settlement along 
No. 66 are expected to combine to 
permit much more traffic to be

The Meramec patrol of the St. 
Louis Red Cross chapter has com- 
pleted its annyal survey of outing 


spots along the Meramec and is- 
sued general safety warnings which 


are briefly as follows: 


“Keep out of canoes if you can’t. 


swim. 
“Beware of motorboats when 
canoeing. If you can’t avoid the 


wash, nose the canoe head on into 
the waves,. which may capsize a 
canoe caught broadside. 

“Don't attempt to swim across 
the river, or any othc> considerable 
distance, until you’ve reached mid- 
season form.” 

Inexperienced swimmers should 
avoid deep water and swift cur- 
rent, the patrol advised, pointing 
out in its survey that, wherever 
there is a beach, both hazards near- 
ly always are encountered along 
the opposite bank. Dredging -: 
Glencoe an’ bridge construction at 
Jedburg-Palisades have changed 
river conditions, and swimmers 
were advised to consult the store- 
keepers or Red Cross lifeguards 


stationed there before going in. 
Conclusions from the survey of 
frequented point: follow: 

“Times Beach: Inexperienced 


swimmers should Keep 200 yards 
above Votaw Bridge and close to 
beach. Water weep past midstream 
and along opposite bank, deep and 
swift near the bridge. 
Rapids Selow Deicke. 

“Deicke: Keep well above Frisco 
bridge and near Deicke bank. Swift, 
deep water near bridge, with 
rapids below. Watch for ‘step-off,’ 
with rock bottom, at old Deicke 
landing. 

“Lincoln Beach: Average swim- 
mers may swim safely along cen- 


beach, sloping gradually at this 
point, reaches six-foot depth in 
normal stage. Abrupt slopes at 
each end of beach, with deep wa- 
ter 15 yards from western end, 
and deep and swift water along 
northern bank. The public is par- 
ticularly warned not to ‘attempt 
swimming to the opposite shore, a 


venture which has caused many 
drownings. 

“Drake: Too deep for the in- 
experienced. 


“Fern Glen, Union Electric club- 
house, Meramec Forest: Fairly 
swift current with water over one’s 
head all along Missouri Pacific 
shore; dangerous for the inexperi-

“Valley Park: Safe opposite and 
above landing. Deep water at 
mouth of creek on north shore; 
dangerous rapids and deep water 
along south shore below ianding. 
“Stites’ and Kieffer’s Landings: 
Safe for careful bathers near land- 
ing. Water over one’s depth near 
midstream and deep along south 
shore; fairly swift current. 
Dangerous at Fenton.

Realty Bonds and Investment Banking. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N a report issued at Chicago, the Real 


Estate Securities Committee of the In- 
yestment Bankes’ Association said real 
estate bonds represented ‘one of the 
blackest spots”-in the financial outlook. 
It then went en to make an arbitrary 
decision as to what percentage of these 
ponds will entail less on the holders. 

Let me ask, “Who invented real estate 
bonds? Who made the questionable loans 
represented by these bends? Who was 
guilty of the faulty appraisal of the reaj 
estate given as security for them? Whe 
advised the public that they were safe 
investments and who seld them to the 
public with the understanding that they 
were gilt-edged securities?” The invest- 
ment banker, 

In the days when real estate leans 
were confined to real estate men, who 
knew and understood the real estate 
business and were more concerned about 
the margin of security than with the 
commissions and fees to be earned, the 
class of securities deseribed above did 
not exist. 

Real estate bonds and the e..try of the 
investment banker into the realm of 
lending money on real estate were an 
aftermath of the World War, and, like 
many of the other war babies that were 
fundamentally unsound, were bound to 
come to grief on aceount of the inex- 
perience and the greed for excessive 
profits of those concerned. The real es- 
tate bond was devised in the metropoli- 
tan cities to take care of the immense 
loans neceasary to finance large apart- 
ment buildings, office buildings and ho- 
tels. It does not find entry inte the 
smaller communities as a rule, where real 
estate loans, secured by real estate first 
mortgages, are made and sold by real 
estate men, who understand the business 
and who ‘hold the interests of their 
clients above mere personal gain. 

Few people who have not an inside 
knowledge of the financing of large ho- 
tels, apartment buildings, etc., as erected 
in the large cities of the country, realize 
how they are loaded down with extra 
charges of various kinds that do not add 
a single dollar of actual value to the 
property, yet are appraised and consid- 
ered as being a part of the erection ex- 
pense and bona fide cogt of the building, 
As an example, the- writer was told that 
eertain Chicago investment houses 
eharged a fee of- $25,000 for financing 
a large hotel in one of Our great com- 
mercial centers, the fee being approx!i- 
mately 15 per cent on the amount of 
the loan. On top of that, a fee of $78,- 
000 was paid to a bonding company to 
guarantee that there would be no liens 
on the building when completed. These 
two items do not by any means repre- 
sent the numerous other charges, includ- 
ing architect's fees, attorney's fees, etc., 
which in all probability will add $50,000 
to the cost of the property, yet do not 
represent a single dollar of actual value. 
As you sow, 8o shall you reap. 

The predicament the investment bank- 
er finds himself in is the result of his 
own doing. His frenzied financing is 
the real cause of his real estate bonds 
being a “black spot” in the financial out- 
look, and he has no one to blame but 
his own inexperience and his greed for 
exerbitant fees, It may not be out of 
place to remark here that over-exploita- 
tion by the investment banker was the 
cause of the collapse of the airplane busi- 
ness, and his ingenioug quick money- 
making scheme of stocks splits con- 
tributed materially to the steck market 
debacle of a year and a half ago.

direct route to the Free Bridge, a lesser construc 
tion cost by from $130,000 to $150,000, and a saving 
to traffic in gas, oil and wear and tear upon tires and 
machines. Upon the other side were considerations 
of property values and the right of a suburban resi- 
dence district to immunity from the blight ef all 
that goes with a superhighway. 
The commission stuck to the engineers, By com- 
ing over the Clayton-Conway compromise route, it 
ean save a mile over the Delmar reute and almost 
two miles over the Page houlevard route, It also de- 
eided that by choosing the Clayten-Conway route the 
highways into the city will be better spaced. The 72 
property owners’ who will appeal the degision to the 
courts feel that these reasons are more than offset 
by other considerations of even more importance 
to the people out in the county than are the saving 
in distance to the traveler or in cost to the tax- 
payer. We agree with them that this is the case, 
Had the highways been laid out before the eity and 
its suburbs were built, No, 40 might properly have 
taken the shortest course to the Free Bridge. 
The objection to its doing so now is that it sacrifices 
too much te gain this slight advantage. The Federal 
Government would not think of projecting a high- 
way in one of the states over the protests of the 
state, and the State ought not to thrust a highway 
on the people of St. Louis County over the protests 
of the county. 
Fortunately, there remains time in which the mat- 
ter can be appealed. The commission has no money 
at this time to build the new highway into St. Louis, 
and construction will net begin until next year. The 
commission has in our opinion sected arbitrarily in 
the matter. It should have given more consideration 
to the settled and established eharacter of the region 
to be traversed by the Clayton-Conway route. .Nor 
is the relation which it conjures up between the new 
highway and the Free Bridge impressive. There are 
other bridges across the river. The City Plan Com- 
mission was right in assuming that the Page boule- 
vard route would be more equitably related to all the 
bridges. There is, too, the important consideration 
that we already have a traffic problem at Oakland 
avenue and Kingshighway, where No. 40 would de- 
bouch. It is hard te-believye that there would he 
anything less than a maelstrom at this point if the 
principal highway of the State came,in over Oak- 
land avenue. 
The whole matter should be reopened and recon- 
sidered. None of the reasons advanced by the com- 
mission has any greater weight than mere efficiency 
gives it, which is to make a fetish of efficiency.

BRITAIN’S EAST AFRICA PROBLEM. 

The article from the London New Statesman and 
Nation reprinted on this page deals with a phase of 
the “white man’s burden” of which little has been 
published in this country. The part of England’s 
Hast African domain here under consideration in- 
eludes the colony of Kenya, the protectorate of Ugan- 
da and the mandate of Tanganyika, a World War 
conquest from Germany. The regions total about 
700,000 square miles in area, with a population of some 
10,000,000, including fewer than 15,000 Europeans. 
Hearings have been in progress before a joint com- 
mittee of Parliament with regard to administrative 
and economic union, constitutional reform and the 
rights of natives. Although the Indian eonference 
has far exceeded this hearing in public interest, the 
policy here at stake is one in which, according to a 
Writer in the London Contemporary Review, “disrup- 
tion of the Empire” would follow a misstep. 
Chiefly, the issue is the ancient one of racial dif- 
ferences. The 2500 white settlers of Kenya are pitted 
against a native population ef 2,495,000 and an Asi- 
atic group of 28,470, chiefly Indians. The whites 
hold out for paramountey, politieal and economic, by 
keeping the ballot and a share in government from 
the natives, and by restricting their eccupations and 
residence. To strengthen their position and to aid 
administrative problems the settlers desire “closer 
union” with the neighboring dependencies. 

Three commissions of inquiry have supported the 
tribesmen, “The interest of the African natives must 
be paramount,” said the Duke of Devonshire. Lord 
Passfield urged fitting the native for “an increasing 
share in the governance of the territory in which he 


‘| lives.” All British parties have indorsed this stand. 


They realize that agreement to the settlers’ demands 
would create an impossible precedent in other de- 
pendencies, where native subjects would never con- 
sent peaceably to becoming outcasts in thelr ancestral 
homes. 


In the face of this proposed “taxation without rep- 
resentation,” which the American colonies defied with 
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‘arma, the native delegates deported themselves, amie 
ably and well, as the adjoining article states. The

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THE GOVERNOR SHOULD ACT. 

A day or two will see the end of the Brunk trial 
and the final adjournment of the Legislature, and if’ 
the State is to be redistricted congressionally te avoid 
an election at large next year there is no time to be 
lost, Perhaps it is too late, anyway. Just the same, 
an effort should he made, Gov, Caulfield is the man 
te make it. 

There is not a responsible citizen in Missouri but 
dreads the prospect of electing a congressional dele: 
gation at large. Such a delegation will have no valid 
political identity in Congress. Its members will be 
space fillers, practically ineligible for committee ap 
pointments, serviceable only so many votes to 
the organization of the House. As regards legislative 
influence, the State wiil be in about the position of 
an outlying dependency. Missouri will have branded 
itself politically incompetent. 

That the initiative and referendum provision of the 
Constitution will, in effect, be repealed, is another 
consequence to be considered. There are those who 


legally until the terms of the Congressmen elected 
last November expire constitutionally on March 4, 
1933. Good legal opinion disputes that claim. Any- 
how, unless a redistricting measure is passed and 
signed in the meantime, the initiative and referendum 
will on that date be a dead letter, since the means 
of invoking it will have disappeared. 

What the suspension of the popular legislative in- 
strument would mean—and nobody can tell how long 
the period of suspension might be—is conjectural. 
It is a matter of familiar experience that the people 
have come to rely upon the initiative and referendum 
as @ valuable agency, both constructively and pre- 
ventively. And it is not impossible that we shall 
presently have grave occasion to utilize the initiative. 
Consider our highway construction program depend- 
ent, as it is, on revenue from the gasoline tax! The 
gasoline tax is, te be sure, a motor fuel tax and, as 
such might be transferable to any fuel that replaces 
it. But if a galion of oil produces a mileage equal, 
say, to 25 gallons of gasoline, the tax on a gallon of 
oil in Missouri will have to be 25 times the gasoline 
tax, or 60 cents. Such a tax could be levied only by 
amending the gasoline tax law or enacting a new 
w. . 

How long wecan count on this source of revenue is. 
we believe,a question. At Indianapolis on Decoration 
day an oil-burning engine completed the 500-mile total, 
without a stop for refueling, at a rate of 86.17 miles 
an hour, at a nominal fuel cost of $2.40. Again, 
the non-refueling flight of 84 hours and 38 minutes 
by Lees and Brossy at Jacksonville has demonstrated 
the fact, so an observer writes, “that the Diesel avia- 
tion engine has arrived,” “that the gasoline engine is 
doomed in the air.” If doomed in the air, the gaso- 
line engine is doomed on land and the business of 
financing highway construction will require new leg- 
islative treatment. Since much of our highway legis- 
lation has derived directly from the people, speaking 
through the initiative, the necessity for guarding that 
method of authoritative popular expression is impera- 
tive. 

Every consideration on the calendar urges the Gov- 
ernor to act in this vital matter of congressional re- 
districting. 
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IN ROOSEVELT’S MEMORY. 
The annoyncement that the Roosevelt professorship 
in the University of Berlin has been re-established 
by Columbia University leaves one wondering how 
18 years could pass since the war before the renewal 
of scholastic relations between these two great in- 
stitutions of learning. He in whose name the chair 
was founded would have closed the gap long ago. The 
new occupant of the professorship, Dr. F. J. E. Wood- 
bridge of the Columbia philosophy faculty, follows 
a line of distinguished American educators, includ- 
ing the late President Hadley of Yale, Dr. Felix Adler 
and former Ambassador Paul 8, Reinsch. A philos- 
opher, he will teach in one of the great realms of 
philosophieal thought, the fatherland of Kant and 
Hegel, of Nietzsche and Schopenhauer. One by one 
the old ties.are resecured and others established.

The great 
Utopian experiment may be checked off as the Rus- 
sian attempt to make over the social and economic 
order. Now after nearly 50 years a new edition has 
been brought out, and to help it along Heywood 
Broun has written an introduction. We hope it finds 
its way inte the hands of the younger generation.

A FIRST VACATION. 
Dean F. B, Mumford of the University of Missouri 
College of Agriculture is on his way to Europe—his 
first vacation in 26 years.

Bearing of native witnesses at East Africa hearing in London won deference of all 
who heard them; despite provincial outlook, they have “astonishing knowledge,” 
nd speak intelligently for their tribes; oppase plans for procedure foreign to 
their culture; prolonged inquiry gives British new insight into these peoples. 
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From the New Statesman and Nation, Londen. 
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achieves anything on this occasion or 

not, the moment has been vastly dra- 
matic. Something unexpected, something 
portentous, has arisen, marking the end of 
darkest Africa and the beginning of a new 
dispensation. African leaders can now speak 
for their people: that is the startling facf 
with which we are confronted today, and 
it is a fact which must influence all our 
future policies. 

All the African witnesses have now ap- 
peared before the Joint Committee of East 
Africa—first Kenya, then Tanganyika, and 
finally Uganda, None who heard the evi- 
dence of Serwano Kulubya and his col- 
leagues could fail te be impressed; but 
though these last witnesses were undoubt- 
edly: the most able, they also had the ad- 
yantagée of a more sympathetic hearing. , 

Nothing more remarkable has been seen 
during the long sessions of the committee 
than its change of attitude toward the 
African witnesses, The tolerant indiffer- 
ence which was displayed br a number of 
members of the committee toward the wit- 
nesses from Kenya has gradually been re- 
placed by an air of expectancy and in- 
terest, The committee has clearly been im- 
pressed as much by the manner as by the 
matter of the evidence. Questions at first 
thrown out thoughtlessly, casually, as if the 
questioner expected no intelligent answer, 
were in the end put with the deference 
which is reserved for witnesses with expert 
knowledge. 

The committee itself has not emerged 
with the same credit; that ig the second 
reflection which is forced on us. Many ef 
the questions put to the native witnesses 
were frankly silly. The committee.couid net 
be expected to know certain of the more 
intimate details of African life. But, on 
the other hand, there was surely no neces- 
sity to question the witnesses on points of 
fact which could have been ascertained by 
a few minutes of preliminary study. ais 

The third point of significance is the 
convergence of ajl the witnegses, black and 
white, on Kenya. Kenya is the sterm een- 
ter, and native Africans have shown them-~ 
selves as shy as the white communities out-

WINGS OF TOMORROW. The 
Story of the Autogiro. By Juan 
de la Cierva and Don Rose. 
(Brewer, Warren & Putnam, New 
York City. $2.50.) 


The literature of aviation has be- 
come voluminous during the past 
few years—so much so that a re- 
viewer hardly expects to find any- 
thing essentially new in books on 
the subject. But “Wings of To- 
morrow” is decidedly different for 
the reason that it deals with a type 
of flying machine that is charac- 
terized by experts as representing 
“the only fundamentally new dis- 
covery in aeronautics since the 
Wright brothers flew at Kitty 
Hawk.” Even the layman, after 
reading the inventor’s account of 
the autogiro can easily see that the 
statement is true. In the past few 
months the autogiro has attracted 
much popular attention, but it is 
hardly likely that anything like a 
clear understanding of the new de- 
vice is common. It is probable 
that the autogiro, with its revolving 
planes, is more or less vaguely con- 
fused with the helicopter, which it 
in no way resembles. Here in a 
really gripping book the inventor 
explains in an easily 
manner how his revolving plane 
serve to render his flying machine 
incapable of “stalling” and “‘tail- 
spinning” and make it possible to 
fly at low speeds and to land al- 
most vertically. In this connection, 
he likens the old well-known type 
of plane to an automobile without 
brakes, the autogiro to one with 
four-wheel brakes. In view of the 
relatively small space required for 
take-off and landing and the great- 
ly increased margin of safety in 
this new type of aircraft, the au- 
thor’s belief that the family flying 
machine is now in sight seems jus- 
tified.

48 INDICTED AS PARTICIPANTS 
IN KANSAS CITY LIQUOR RING 


Group Allegedly Formed by “Scat- 

- face Al’ Capone Accused by 

Joplin Grand Jury. 
By the Associated Press. 

JOPLIN, Mo., June 11.—Forty- 
eight persons, described by Govern- 
ment agents as members of whole- 
sale liquor ring formed by “Scar- 
face Al” Capone with headquar- 
‘ters at Kansas City, are under in- 
dictment here on charges of con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition 
law. The indictment, listing 121 
alleged overt acts, was returned by 
a Federal grand jury yesterday. 
Officials said the indictment would 
be transferred to Kansas City. 
United States District Attorney 
Vandeventer said he had informa- 
tion that many of those indicted 
are planning to plead guilty. Those 
indicted include John Lazia of 
.Kansas City, Democratie politician; 
June Kathrens, transfer company 
head, and Miss Rosemary “Lyons, 
delinquent tax collector of 
Kansas City, The North Side Fi- 
nance Co. of Kansas City also was 
charged in the indictment with a 
part in the alleged conspiracy. 

The indictment charges mem- 
bers of the ring conspired to man- 
ufacture, sell, transport and im- 
port liquor, and to induce common 
carriers to carry and ship liquor 
without notifying the carriers of 
the true nature of the shipments, 
It also charged members of the 
ring rented hotel suites, apart- 
ments and offices to receive and / 
distribute liquor shipped into Kan- 


sas City by Capone representatives 
in Chicago, and from Canadian 
points.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Out 
of a study of wages in 13 states to- 
day came a report from the Wom- 
en’s Bureau that “many  thou- 
sands” of full time women work- 
ers earned less than a bare living 
wage from 1920 to 1925. 

Changing figures to a 1928 basis 
Mary Elizabeth Pidgeon, chief of 
Go b y the research division, fixed the bot- 

tom cost of living in that year for 
an independent woman at $15.71 a 
week. 

At the same time the Women’s 
Bureau made public a conclusion 
of the Colorado State Industrial 
Commission that“it takes at least 
$17.20 for a woman worker to live 
decently. 

By comparison the five-year 
study showed a medium of earn- 
ings in the states surveyed ranging 
from $8.29 in. Mississippi to $16.36 
in Rhode fsland. 

The inquiry showed, the report 
said, that earnings were usually 
at higher levels in general mer- 
cantile establishments than in 
manufacturing industries; in laun- 
dries they were quite irregular, and 
in five-and-ten cent stores they 
were “‘generally the lowest of all.” 

Other findings were: 

That proportions of all women 
reported receiving the ‘“‘compara- 
tively high earnings of $15 a week 
or over’ showed an increase with 
experience for 10 years, but de- 
declined after 15 years’ practice in 
their work. 

That wages of Negro women 
were “everywhere extremely low,’’

Suchier was dismissed after testi- 
fying against Weil.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—A re- 
port issued today by the Census 
Bureau places the cost of operating 
the general municipal departments 
in East St. Louis for 1929 at $1,- 
684,610, or $22.83 per capita, on a 
basis of 73,800 estimate<t popula- 
tion. The per capita cost in 1928 
was $20.72 and in 1917 it was 
$10.29. 

In order to put the city on a 
basis comparable with those cities 
in which the schools and park dis- 
tricts are a part of the city cor- 
poration, the figures include 84.6 
per cent of the transactions of the 
Board of Education of East St 
Louis for the fiscal year closing 
June 30, 1929, and 88.6 per cent of 
the transactions of the independ- 
ent park district for the fiscal year 
closing Feb. 28, 1929, the percent- 
age in each case being based on 
the ratio of the taxab?e valuation 
of the city te that of the entire in- 
dependent district. 

The interést on debt in 1929 
amounted to $311,270 and outlays 
for permanent improvements, 
$489,471. Total payments, there- 
fore, for operation and mainten- 
ance of general departments, inter- 
est and outlays, including schools 
and parks, were $2,485,351. The 
totals include all payments for the 
year, Whether made from current 
revenues or. from the proceeds of 
bond issues. 

The total payments included for 
the schools amounted to $1,138,- 
366. Of this amount $983;690 rep-

debt; and $181,656, outlays.- The 
total payments included for the in- 
dependent parks were $166,711, of 
which $91,864 was for operation 
and maintenance; $56.575, inter- 
est, and $18,272, outlays. 

The total revenue receipts, in- 
cluding schools and parks, were 
$2,572,107, or .$34.85 per capita. 
This was $576,227 more than the 
total payments of the year, exclu- 
sive of the payments for permanent 
improvements, and $86,756 more 
than the total payments including 
those for permanent improvements. 
This excess of revenue receipts is 
reflected in reduction of debt, and 
in increased cash balances, not 
shown in this summry. The reve- 
nue receipts included ‘for the school 
district -amounted to $1,081,557, and 
those includeq for the parks, to 
$217,599. 

Property taxes represented 69.1 
pér cent of the total revenue for 
1929, 69.5 per cent for 1928, and 
53.8 per cent for 1917. The increase 
in the amount of property taxes 
collected was 168.2 per cent from 
1917 to 1929, and 19.8 per cent 
from 1928 to 1929. The per capita 
property taxes were $24.07 in 1929, 
$20.37 in 1928, and 10.24 in 1917. 

The total funded or fixed debt 
outstanding Dec. 31, 1929, was $2,- 
937,819. 

The net indebtedness (funded or 

fixed debt less sinking fund assets) 
was $2,786,020, or $37.75 per capi- 
ta. Of the total net indebtedness, 
$1,248,637 was for the city corpo- 
ration; $571,050, for the schools, 
and $966.3833 for the parks. In 1928 
the per capita net debt was $38.93, 
and in 1917, $26.01. 
The taxable valuation of proper- 
ty in East St. Louis subject to ad 
valorem taxes for city corporation 
was $51,743,062. The levy for all 
purposes was $3,363,299, of which 
$734,751, or 21.8 per cent, was lev- 
led for the city corporation; $1,- 
609,209, or 47.8 per cent, for the 
schools; $214,734, or 6.4 per cent, 
for the parks; $201,798, or 6 per 
cent, for the State; $320,807, of 9.5 
per cent, for the county, and $282,- 
000, or 8.4 per eent, for the levee 
district. The per capita tax levy 
‘or the city, school, park, State, 
county and levee district was $45.57 
in 1929, $34.50 in 1928, and $15.36 
in 1917.

Lemon juice will cure any de- 
fect of the skin if you will use it 
conscientiously. It is the best 
bleach there is, and it is effective 
on any type of skin. The results 
from using lemon as a bleaching 
agent are slower than they are 
from some other bleaching prepa- 
rations, but they are also safer. 

To bleach the skin, use the juice 
of one lemon, diluted with an 
equal amount of water patted on 
the skin after cleansing every 
night. Allow the lemon to dry 
and remain on the face 15 min- 
utes. Rinse with cold water and 
apply a film of night cream. The 
bleaching action is so mild _ that 
lemon juice can be applied full 
strength, several times a day 
without causing the face to become 
sensitive or dry. 

Lemon juice can be used _ in- 
stead of peroxide for bleaching su- 
perfluous hair and for removing 
freckles. It will also remove 
stains from the skin or from fab- 
rics. 

As a rinse for blond hair, lemon 
juice is perfect. It will soften the 


T ve lemon is about the sim- 


rinse water and will leave the hair 
fine and glossy. It should not be 
used on dark hair, however, be- 
cause of its slight bleaching qual- 
ity. Lemon juice does not leave 
blond hair with the artificial “per- 
oxide” appearance, that many pre- 
pared rinses for blond hair give it. 
Lemon toilet soap, shaved and 
melted in one pint of water, makes 
a splendid, softening shampoo for 
light hair. 

One of the most important uses 
of lemon juice is for removing 
dark circles around the eyes. This 
treatment should, of “COlirse, be 
used in connection with measures 
to remove the physical cause for 
the circles. First cleanse ‘thor- 
oughly and apply a generous 
amount of cold cream. Let stay 
on several minutes, then wipe off 
and apply hot compresses. Strain 
the juice of a lemon to remove all 
bits of pulp. Dip the compresses 
in the lemon juice and press over 
the darkened area. Change the 
pads frequently for 15 minutes, 
then dry the skin and pat in plen- 
ty of rich, tissue building cream.
